(AP)—The United States, 
siding with Russia, abandoned Mon- 
day theprinciple of full compensa- 
tion for Allied property losses in Ro- 
mania, The move capsized the 
whole indemnity structure of the 
peace conference. 

Willard Thorp, US. state depart- 
ment economic expert, told the Bal- 
kan-Finnish economic commission 
the United States had become con- 
vinced Romania could not support 
all reparations and compensation 
burdens placed 
original draft treaty proposals, 

Russia has been fighting for the 
principle of only one-third compen- 
sation for property losses suffered 
by private United Nations individu- 
als and concerns in defeated coun- 
tries. 

Britain declared the move had 
changed the situation but implied 
it would hold its original 100 per- 
cent compensation plan. 

Mr. Thorp said full compensation 
for damage to United Nations prop- 
erty would mean Romania would 
have to pay $70,000,000, of which 
$50,000,000 represented damage to 
oil property by Allied bombings or 
demolition by retreating Germans. 
Of this amount, he said $10,000,000 


has been paid.

LONDON.—Two British aircrait 
firms this week will make deter- 
mined efforts to break the speed 
record of 616 miles per hour, re- 
cent.y set up by a Gloster Meteor. 
They hope to place it at a new 
figure well beyond the reach of 
American contenders who are known 
to be out to capture the record for 
the United States. 

Under present weather conditions 
616 mph. represents about the 
limit of what a Gloster can.do, It 
is one of the earliest jet designs, and 
cannot approach any nearer to the 
speed of sound, Unless there is an 
unexpected warm spell this week, 
which would increase the speed of 


| sound and thus enable the Meteor 


to fly faster without buckling Its 
wings, it is unlikely that it can 
set up a new record. 

But there are two other, much 
newer, jet planes which are of more 
advanced design and which don’t 
have to depend on warm weather

record flights over the R.A.P. high- 
speed course at Tangmere, Sussex. 

One is revolutionary tailless De 
Havilland 108 Swallow.

Survivors Laud 
Work of Doctor 


GANDER AIRPORT, Nfld., (CP) 
—The 18 survivors @f last Wednes- 
day’s crash of a Belgian airliner, 
brought here by helicopter during 
the week-end, were quick to pay 
tribute to the marvellous rescue 
work of a shy, modest American 
army doctor, Capt. Samuel Martin. 
| Meanwhile an announcement was 
made that it would be necessary to 
abandon plans to remove the bodies 
of the 26 victims from the scene of 
the crash in the thick bushland 22 
miles southwest of this mammoth 
airbase. 

Dr. Martin, a member of the first 
rescue party to reach the scene after 
travelling by seaplane and rubber 
dinghy, ministered to all 18 sur- 


treating burns and lacerations and 
administering morphine to the suf- 
fering. But he didn’t have the fa- 
cilities to provide all the treatment 
required by the more seriously in- 
jured. 

Gilbert Perier, president of Sa- 
bena Airlines, operators of the air- 
plane, said Monday it had been ne- 
cessary to abandon plans to remove 
the bodies of the victims from the 
scene of the crash. 

Will Avoid Further Risk 


Perier said it was decided that 
continued use of the helicépters 
would be at the risk of further loss 
of life. 

“The job of rescuing the survivors 
was a risky one,” said Perier, “It 
was worth the risk when there were

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‘Parity Price’ Elusive Term; 


Must Consider Many Points 


OTTAWA, (CP)—What are parity 

That's a simple, seven-word ques- 
tion with an elusive, $64,000,000 
answer. It's a question which hangs 
darkly over the 14-day-old delivery 
strike of 20,000 Alberta farmers 

The answer? Top men in the field 
of farm economics don’t seem to 
think there is any. If there is, they 
don't know it. Nor does the govern- 
ment, nor the associations which 
represent the farmers, nor the 
strikers themselves. 

When the striking farmers of the 
Alberta Farmers’ union began hold- 
ing back deliveries Sept. 6 they said 
they were seeking establishment of 
a federa) fact-finding board to de- 
termine parity prices for farm pro- 
ducts, 

There are a number of versions 
of the term “parity prices” but the 
most commonly-held view is that a 
parity price would be one which 
took into account what the farmer 
has to pay for the things he has to 
buy and would, on the basis of 
those costs, give him enough for a 
g0od living standard. 

Line Up Costs, Returns 

That seems to be the version held 
by the Alberta strikers, who say the 
requested fact-finding board should 
determine prices for farm product 
which would make returns commen- 
surate with farmers’ costs. 

Ask the economist and he will tell 
you so many factors enter into the 
question it would be well nigh im- 
possible to determine the parity 
price of any specific product 

One of the first things to do 
would be to determine how much 
it costs a farmer to produce, say, a 
bushel of wheat. That depends on 
the methods the farmer uses, on his 
location in the wheat-producing 
area, on how much labor he hires, 
what type of seed he uses, whethe. 
his crop is good or fair or just plain 
bad. 

Then there would be the question 
of how much the farmer received 
for that bushel. On a quick answe:

Dr. Leo Dolan, head of the Canadian Trav- 
¢] Bureau, estimates that visitors, most of 
them from the United States, have spent 
$233,000,000 in Canada during the tourist 
season now drawing to a close, Their num- 
ber is placed at 22,000,000, double the pop- 
ulation of the Dominion. 

This sum compares with the average 
amount of money brought into Canada in a 
year by the sale of wheat abroad. Tourist 
money obviously figures’ as one of the big 
items of our national income. Besides be- 
ing big this particular item has the advan- 
tages that it does not involve the exhaus- 
tion of any resource or the export of any 
commodity needful or useful at home. 

But this income is not all net gain, Can- 
adians also journey beyond their own bor- 
ders, and spend money abroad. How many 
of them will do this in the future depends 
in degree on how accessible or inaccessible 
are holiday resorts and distant parts of 
their own country. And the more of them 
who do so, the less must be the favorable 
balance of tourist money remaining to Can- 
ada. 

From the stand-point of tourist traffic 
alone, the building of good highways is 
profitable public enterprise. Profitable 
both because it attracts outside visitors 
and because it keeps our own people at home. 
This is one type of improvement which it 
will pay Canadians to carry on all over the 
country and very actively. 

The municipalities, the provinces and the 
Dominion will promote the general welfare 
if they join efforts to net-work the Domin- 
jon with highways such as tourists require 
highways, that is, which will stand com- 
parison with those which invite our own 
and foreign motorists to go elsewhere on 
their holiday tours. 


The Accident Record 

Just to keep the record straight it should 
be noted that the crash of the Belgian air- 
liner is the first commercial mishap that 
has occurred on the trans-Atlantic run 
since the war ended. Quite a number of 


steamships and motor vessels have come | 


to grief on the Atlantic sea lanes during 
that period, 

Overy day passenger planes wing their 
way across, and have been doing so for 
many months, hitherto without disaster. 
That the loss of life in this wreck is relat- 
ively heavy is true, but it is small in compar- 
ison to the thousands who have been fer- 
ried over in safety. It is small also, trifling 
in fact, compared to the numbers sometimes 
lost when a ship has foundered or gone on 
the rocks in a storm. 

The one hundred per cent safe vehicle has 
not yet been invented, for land, sea or air. 
But it can be said that the plane has made 
more rapid progress toward absolute safety 
than the steamship did in its early days; 
while as for land travel more people are 
killed on highways every month than have 
died in plane crashes in the whole history 
of peacetime air travel. 

Moreover, while the highway grows more 
dangerous, the airways—like the seaways— 
grow more safe, 


The Spirit of Fascism 

Three conscientious objectors have been 
Staging a sit-down strike in the ante-room 
of the Attorney General of the United 
States at Washington. For whatever reason 
they thought their presence would be so 
undesirable as to force the officials to par- 
don four of their fellow-objectors who re- 
fused to eat when locked up in a Minnesota 
correctional institute. 

A small matter of course, but not with- 
out significance. When, in Canada or the 
United States, some person runs foul of the 
law in a conspicuous way, a movement usual- 
ly gets afoot to have the punishment miti- 
gated or the offence written off, Even where 
a revolting crime has been committed, there 
is frequently a vocal minority who want 
mercy to season justice so heavily as to 
make the penalty ineffective as a deterrent 
to others. 

Sympathy with a person who has_ got 
himself into trouble praiseworthy, But 
when sympathy goes the length of attempts 
to prevent the law being enforced, that is 
something very different. In democratic 
countries the law expresses the considered 
judgement of the majority as to what pun- 
ishment should follow a given offence, To 
try to block the law is simply a minority at- 
tempt to usurp the right to rule, That is 
of the essence of fascism. 

That the offenders in this instance hap- 
pen to be conscientious objectors, and that 
they threaten to starve themselves, are 
points altogether aside, Neither on that ac- 
count or any other is it justifiable to try 
to compel officers of the law to thwart the 
will of the majority as laid down in duly 
enacted statutes.

Married Women Workers 


The rehabilitation committee of Ontario has 
asked the federa! department of labor to take 
steps to see that married women workers are 
dismissed and their jobs are given to returned 
men and women. 

In all parts of Canada this principle is being 
carried out to a certain degree and will be 
carried out whether legal compulsion is ap-

plied or not. It is manifestly unfair that 
| both a man and his wife should hold salaried 
jobs while capable men, particularly men 
oo Pp served their country, cannot find!

In a general way, the rule will and should | 
be applied. 
But there is a further angle to the situat- 
ion which does not seem to have been con- 
sidered. And that is that when a woman 
| marries and must give up her job to live on 
the salary of her husband, who makes the 
Same amount of money for the same work 
as a single man, she is put into the position 
of being penalized financially for entering 
| the married state. In brief, since she and her 
husband must share a single salary, marriage 
means that both parties to the contract must 
accept a fifty per cent cut in their remuner- 
ation. 

It is true that family allowances move in| 
the direction of balancing this inequitable 
condition. But family allowances are grant- 
ed only where there are children,and even 

| then the wife herself is not compensated for 
the financial disability she incurs through 
marriage. | 

There is no doubt whatsoever that the em- 
ployment of married women should not be | 
permitted to prevent the employment of 
men, particularly returned men. The need 
for that principle is obvious. But at the| 
same time, why should a woman who marries 
be financially penalized in comparison to the 
woman who remains unmarried and holds on 
to a paying job ? 


«Digging at Washington” 

Chairman Randolph of the House civil 
service committee says communists and 
“other totalitarians” of unspecified breeds 
have filtered into the United States civil| 
Service “to pry out secret information for 
foreign governments.” 

This has a familiar sound to Canadian 
ears, It reads like a passage from the re- 
port of the judicial commission which fer- 
reted out certain parties who had “filtered” 
into the civil service of Canada for the same | 
purpose; or who, already being in the civil 
service, functioned in like manner. 

Washington can hardly be surprised at 
the disclosure. Nor can the taxpayers of the 
United States, however little they may rel- 
ish the news that they have been paying 
people to betray information to  govern- 
ments other than their own, If it was worth 
while for a foreign power to obtain secret 
information at Ottawa, there was reason- 
able assumption that it would be equally or 
more worth while to lay pipe-lines into the) 
archives at Washington. 

The democratic peoples may as well un- 
derstand that the sponsors and agents of} 
totalitarianism are in earnest, They believe 
in bureaucracy, and will go to any length, 
to break. down free government, whether 
by promoting industrial dead-locks, stirring 
up political turmoil, or sneaking informa- 
tion out of official pigeon-holes. Eternal 
vigilance is the price of safety, and it has 
to be exercised wherever fifth columnists 
can do harm to democratic institutions, 
methods and countries,

The Anglo-American Committee 


recommended that Palestine should 
be neither a Jewish nor an Arab 
state but that Britain should con- 
tinue to exercise a mandate, and 
that an additional 100,000 Jews 
should be admitted as soon as pos- 
sible. In inspired language, this 
Anglo-American report states: 
“Palestine is a holy land, sacred to 
Christian, to Jew, and to Moslem 
alike. And because it is a holy land, 
Palestine is not, and can never bes 
come, a land which any race or re- 
ligion can justly claim as its very 
own. The fact that it is a holy land 
set Palestine completely apart 
from other lands, and dedicates it 
to precepts and practises of narrow 
nationalism.” 

The second plan, as propounded 
by British government spokesman 
Herbert Morrison, provides for two 
provincial governments, Arab and 
Jewish, for an indefinite period, 
with a “British zone” in Negeb 
near to the Suez Canal. This plan 
has recently been reindorsed by 
Prime Minister Attlee and is 
thought by many Palestinian ex- 
perts to be one most likey to be 
eventually adopted, 

The third possible plan provides 
for two separate sovereign states, 
The Jews would accept this but, of 
the three plans, this is the one that 
is most objectionable to the Arabs, 

It is not the duty of a correspond- 
ent like this writer to propose a 
definitive solution. That is the func- 
tion of the British Government— 
and it is being neglected at this 
time. But as an objective reporter, 
it is my duty to state that faithful 
and conscientious implementation 
of any of these three plans would 
have a reasonable chance of suc- 
cess; and that, if the British Gove 
ernment lack the courage to em- 
brace any of them, they had much 
better admit their incapacity and 
clear out of Palestine as soon as 
possible.

TODAY 1! AM going to throw 
you a curve, if you are interested! 
I believe that more women are 
than with almost any other figure 
dissatisfied with their  bustline 
factor, Either they wish to in- 
crease it, decrease it, or firm it 
up. Actually, much can be done to 
preserve a lovely bustline or to 
improve one that is not so lovely 

The size of the bust probably 
is dictated by the individual gland- 
ular setup, and so far as I have 
been able to discover, any gland- 
ular therapy for enlarging the 
bust is still in the experimental 
stage 

There are no muscles in the 
bust but the chest muscles extend 
down underneath it and when we 
develop these they lift and en- 
large the bust measurement, This 
we can do, although it usually re- 
quires several months before re- 
sults are noticeable. 

POSTURE HAS an effect on the 
bust measurement When you 
hold yourself erect, lifting the 
chest, your bust will appear more 
than when you allow 
yourself to slump. The kind of a 
brassiere you wear is most im- 
portant, Be sure that it lifts and 
supports rather than flattens or 
pulls down 

On my routine for bust 
ment I suggest gentle 
with melted cocoa butter 
not feed the tissues from the out- 
side, but the stimulation of mas- 
sage and heat may be beneficial 
Naturally you should be very mild. 
I can assure you that improve- 
ment can be made because I have 
seen it in my own classes and 
have received hundreds of letters 
from readers telling me how many 
inches they added.

k OTTAWA, (CP)—The housing 

target of 60,000 units during 1946- 

1947 is “well within the productive 

capacity of this country,” Recon- | 
struction Minister Howe said Sune | 
day in releasing a survey of the

Mr, Howe said the survey results | 
were being published “largely for 
the guidance of industry—to assist 
it in the responsible task of provid- 
ing the tools needed.”
